Because children get Into mis- 
chief, make mistakes that affect 
grown peoplo'a welfare, feelings and 
rcputotlona.-vrt h e— question— arises 
again and again: Must the children 
apologtxc. uy they are sorry, con- 
fcas their mistakes?
